Harris, min- 
ister of~citizenship, There was also 
greetings from C. McHugt\, provin- 
cial director of the Indian  Associa- 
tion of Alberta on behalf of the Black- 
foot band. , 

John Lawrie of Calgary is secre- 
tary of tite Association, The meeting 
protested that needy Indians between 
the ages of 65 and 69 years did not 
receive old age pensions. On Friday 
afternoon it was learned that Premier 
Manning had sent word that all ob- 
stacles had been cleared away and it 
is likely that in the near future desi- 
tute Indians will be granted old age 
pensions, 

A lot of the Indians from the north 
could speak perfect English. In con- 
versation with them one would not 


now tit they were Indians. The 
whites in town marveled at their 
command of English, When _ they 


described the country from which they 
came it was a pleasure to listen to 
them since their descriptions were so 
clear.

FOR VEAL is 


Veal can be a headliner for your 
menus this month, It is in very good 
supply just now. The home ccon- 
omists of the consumer section, Can- 
ada Department of Agriculture tell 
us that since veal is not sold  ac- 
cording to grade, it is an advantage 
to be able to judge the quality of tre 
meat by its appearance. The home 
economists have found that many 
homemakers do not serve veal very 
often, not because they do not like 
it but because they do not know 
which cuts to buy or for that matter, 
what the cuts actually are. The home 
economists, always alert to tiie needs 
of the consumer, offer some very 
timely information. They say that 
veal carcasses are not always cut 
up the same way, but list some of the 
cuts that are usually found in the 
butcher, shop.. ‘First of all, 
are three kinds of chops—loin, rib 
and shoulder, There are two kinds 
of steak, one from the top of the 
leg, which corresponds to the round 
steak in beef and the other from 
the shoulder, The ever popular veal 
cutlets are small pieces of boneless 
veal which are usually taken from 
the leg, too. There are several types 
of roasts. First, there is leg of veal. 
The bone is usually removed from the 
leg which leaves a slit or poaket all 
ready to fill with well-seasoned bread 
stuffing. Then there are rump and 
sirloin roasts, The butcher may also 
sell loin roasts but usually the loin 
fs cut into chops. Last but not 
least there are the lower  pricad 
roasts from the front quarter, the 
breast and shoulder roasts, Sometimes 
the whole front is boned then cut into 
roasts of three to four pounds.

The 
cook long enough eatoin L.....ptiuFO 
right way is to cook it slowly and 
cook it Jong enough. It is hard to 
understand why veal needs long 
cooking since it comes from a young 
animal but it is pointed out that 
there is considerable connective tis- 
sue in veal which does not become 
tender quickly. Actually, veal takes 
longer than beef. It is never serve] 
rare as beef very often is because 
the meat is not tender until well 
done. That is why veal should be 
roasted longer than other meats. A 
four pound roast needs two and three- 
quarters to three hours hours cook- 
ing| Most of the cuts of good quality 
veal can be roasted, this is, cooked 
in an uncovered pail without water. 
Tke temperature to use is the same 
as for other meats, a moderately slow 
oven, Here is another point about 
roasting veal. Before putting the 
roast in the oven, put severa] pieces 
of bacon over the’ top of it or cover 
the top with bacon fat.’ This gives 
the meat a very good flavor. At the 
same time it adds the extra fat that 
most veal needs to make enough 
drippings so that the roast can be 
basted occasionally while it is cook- 
ing Here is the way the home econ- 
omists suggests cooking veal chops, 
Cutlets and veal steaks are cooked 
in the same may. To begin with, the 
chops may 
them in crumls, egg and _ then 
crumbs again or they may be simply 
dipped in seasoned flour, 
they are browned in just enough hot 
to 
the pan. Bacon fat is good to use 
because it gives the veal more fla- 
vor. After three to five minutes 
browning tre chops should be cov- 
ered and cooked slowly. ‘Chops about 
half an inch thick will need about 12 
minutes cooking on each side or 
about 25 minutes altogether. Steaks 
and cutlets the same thickness should 
take slightly more cooking about 
15 minutes on each side. The reason 
for covering the pan is of course to 
keep the meat moist. Another way 
to cook the chops is to add some 
liquid well-seasoned tomato juice for 
example to the pan after the chops 
are browned, Then the pan is cover- 
ed and the meat cooked until tender.

Canada’s Farm Lands 


THROUGHOUT THE PAST YEAR interesting information concerning 
various phases of life in Canada have heen made public, as facts gathered 
jn the taking of the 1951 census have been assembled by the statisticians. 
Among these many facts were some concerning the farming population 
and the areas of farm land under cultivation in Canada at the time the 
census was taken. The figures show that there are 54,509 fewer farms 
now than there were in 1941, but that the number of acres of farm land 
under cultivation has increased by 480,591. The largest increase in farm 
acreage has been in British Columbia, where 16.6 per cent. more land is 
mow being farmed. The number of farms in that province has increased 
by 21.1 per cent., showing that the average holding there is now smaller 


than it was ten years ago. 


* * * * * 


The other Western provinces all show decreases in 
Figures Show the number of occupied farms in the ten year period. 
Saskatchewan had 138,713 occupied farms in 1941 
Fewer Farms and 112,018 in 1951. In ManitoWa there was a drop 
from 58,024 to 52,333, while in Alberta there were 99,732 occupied farms 
in 1941 compared to 84,315 today, Several reasons are given for this drop 
in ‘the number of occupied farms. The trend toward consolidation of farms 
in some places accounts in part for it, while the use of farm lands for 
pasture has also contributed to the decline, A shift in population to the 
cities has taken many from the farms, while the rapid growth of nearly 
all our larger cities has resulted in the taking in of farm Jands in the 


surrounding areas,

the 1951 census, a farm was designated as ‘‘a holding of three acres or 
more on which agricultural operations are carried out, or from one to three 
acres with agricultural production in 1950 valued at two hundred and 
fifty dollars or more.” While the figures have shown a decrease in the 
number of farms, they have also shown an increase in the acreage under 
-cultivation in all the Western provinces. In Saskatchewan the number 
‘of acres under cultivation has risen in the last ten years from 59,960,927 
to 61,663,195. In Alberta it has risen from 43,277,295 to 44,459,632, while 
in Manitoba the increase has been from 16,891,522 to 17,730,393, In many 
. countries all the land suitable for the growing of crops has long since 
been brought under cultivation, and Canada is fortunate in being one of 
those in which agriculture is still an expanding industry,

Tomato Vines | 

To stake or not to stake tomatoes 
has been debated by home gardeners. 
Those in favor of it argue that stak- 
ing saves space, keeps fruit clean, 
lessens danger or losses from rot. 
Those against staking say it takes 
too much time and labor. 

Here's the final answer: Tests 
show that tomatoes from staked 
vines are consistently higher in vita- 
min C, 


The reason? Because staked to- 
matoes get more sunshine than those 


Staking Your 


Jon vines allowed to sprawl on the 


ground. 

Use strong stakes. Each stake 
should be, five or six feet long and 
set into the ground to a depth of 18 
inches. Use strips of cloth to tie the 
plant to>the stake in several places. 
Tie loosely. 

First make a 
stake with a cloth strip, then make 
a loop around the plant stem, and tie 
back of the stake. The loop around 
the stake should be tight to prevent 
slipping, while that around the plant 
stalk should be fairly loose to pre- 
vent bruising or breaking, 

Staked tomatoes will do better if 
given a certain amount of pruning 
as they grow. Cut or pinch out 
suckers at leaf joints, Keep remov- 
ing suckers until the fruiting period 
is well advanced. If this is not done 
the suckers will sap the plant's 
strength and the fruits produced will 
be small and poor in quality. 

Tomato suckers grow in the joints 
of the stem between the leaf and the 
main stalk, The true fruiting spurs 
come directly from the stem on the 
opposite side and where there is no 
leaf stem,

Swimming Tip 
How To 


Avoid Cramps 


(By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D.) 
When Johnny dives into the 
old swimming hole right after 
lunch, watch out. A cramp can 
make him totally unable to 
swim, float, or otherwise keep 
his head above water. 

Although all you are concerned 
with then is fishing him out before 
he drowns, your better knowledge of 
such cramps may prevent a future 
tragedy. - 

Whether the cramp is in the calf 
of the leg or the ‘Abdomen, it is set 
off by the shock of the cold water 
and prolonged by the relative lack 
of blood to the muscle. 

Blood isn’t always equally distrib- 
uted in the body. The tiny branches 
of arteries widen or narrow to con- 
trol the amount of blood they carry. 
By a sort of switching arrangement, 
more blood can be pumped to the 
outer body muscles or to the inner 
organs, such as the stomach, iptes- 
tines, and other organs of digestion. 

Right after a meal and continuing 
for at least an hour, the inner or- 
gans have a big job to do in break- 
ing down food to usable parts and 
sending those parts around to the 
right places for gtorage and use. 
This takes a lot of blood. It means 
that more blood is switched into 
these organs, leaving less for the 
outer muscles of the body. 

The exercising muscles don't need 
as much blood then especially those 
of lower animals who have the good 
sense to go to sleep after a meal, 
Human beings, sometimes unfortu- 
nately, can overrule their basic ani- 
mal impulses and exercise right after 
eating. 

When a muscle is working, 
More blood is needed to bring these 
materials as well as carry away acid 
waste from the muscle. When 
Johnny jumps up from stuffing him- 
self at a picnic lunch, dives in, and 
begins violent exertion in swimmixg, 
his muscles burn more oxygen than 
they are supplied with. Blood is 
mostly going into the internal organs 
to take care of that huge meal he 
just ate. 

When a muscle doesn’t have 
enough oxygen, it hurts. It may 
even tighten up into a rigid knot- 
like mass. This is particularly likely 
if it is also stimulated by the. sud- 
den shock of cold water. 

Those who have had a foot cramp 
at night know how painful it is. 
They realize how helpless’ they 
would be if stranded in water with 
such a cramp. 

Other things make such swimming 
cramps more likely to occur, Lack 
of enough calcium in the diet, such 
as in milk, set up muscles for easy 
cramping. Not being in top physical 
form favors cramps. 

At the beginning of warm weather, 
many people are not in shape to 
plunge into a lot of exercise. Fatigue 
from lack of sleep or too hard play 
earlier in the day is another factor 
which will help bring about swim- 
ming cramps, 

You may save your boy's life if 
you will see that he gets enough rest, 
eats enough calcium-containing foods, 
and stays out of the water for at 
least an hour after eating, And 
when he does go swimming, taking 
a companion along is good insurance. 
‘One can save the other if a cramp 
comes on,

1 to many Canadian farmers, was blamied for millions of dollars 
crop damage across the prairies.

spring is the number of mice observ= 
ed. They are the short-tailed va- 
riety which is quite adept at swim- 
ming. There are literally millions 
of them in the fields and over the 
roads,” 

He said oat crops were almost 
completely ruined by the mice and 
wheat had also suffered considerably, 
“On the brighter side, however, is 
the fact that these tiny animals are 
now dying by the thousands—another 
instance of Nature striking her bal- 
ance,” 

Officials of the wildlife group here 
explained that these were only pres- 
ent-day examples, They said an Old 
Testament reference to voles, cover- 
ing a plague presumably visited upon 
the Philistines, stated: 

“Mice were generated and boiled 
over the towns and fields in the midst 
of that region, and there was a con- 
fusion of death in all the land.” 

Aristotle wrote this of the voles: 
“The rate of propagation of field 
mice in country places, and the de- 
struction they cause, are rare beyond 
all telling , . .” ; 

Current investigation indicates the 
vole has survived the passage of 
time much more successfully than 
most of the ancient civilization. An 
almost unheralded menace to crops 
and, insofar as Western farmers are 
concerned, one which is widely tol- 
erated, 

In 1669, one historian recorded 
that “The Island of St. John (Prince 
Edward Island) is stated to be visit- 
ed every seven years by swarms of 
locusts or field mice alternately .. . 


After they ravage the land, they 
(mice) precipitate themselves into 
the sea.” 


Records in Nova Scotia show the 
province experienced one of its great- 
est outbreaks of mice in 1815. The 
extent of crop damage was undeter- 
mined, but the record states, “by 
midsummer they had destroyed great 
quantities of hay and grain.” 

During the autumn of 1900 great 
numbers of mice over-ran central 
Saskatchewan and central Alberta, 
according to the American natural-’ 
ist, Preble, who had studied the vole 
extensively in western Canada. 

Preble, in a report on his findings, 
said “they also multiplied in some 
parts of Manitoba and all over the - 
middle-west a great deal of grain 
was devoured by them, bot& in fielus 
and store-houses.” 


Coal By Experiments

The bureau of statistics said it was 
‘still too early in the season for an 
overall. appraisal of current world 
wheat crop prospects, but “several 
factors affecting the potential size of 
the 1952 crop are already evident,” 

Based on conditions at the begin- 
ning of last month, the bureau said, 
the U.S, winter wheat crop was esti- 
mated at 986,000,000 bushels, 53 per 
cent, larger than the 645,000,000 
harvested in 1951, 

In Ontario, where most of Canada’s 
winter wheat is grown, acreage this 
yaar was estimated at 640,000 against 
1951's 703,000, 

In Argentina and Australia, farm- 
ers were being encouraged to raise 
production to former levels, the bu- 
reau said. In Argentina the encour- 
agement was in the form of sharply 
increased guaranteed prices, 

Seeding is now under way in both 
countries under generally favorable

Calgary Man Operates A 
Most Unusual Bird Sanctuary 


Situated in Midst of the Industrial Area. 
Quacking of Ducks Drown Out City Noise 


CALGARY.—George Pickering of Calgary considers himself 
a “brother to the old wild goose’. Sole owner and operator of 
one of Canada’s most unusual bird sanctuaries, he has devoted 
26 years of his life to the care of wild fowl. 


From a tiny plot back in 1926, Mr. 
Pickering has built the Inglewood 
Bird Sanctuary into a 400-acre feath- 
ery garden of Eden, lying entirely 
within the city limits, 

Visitors to Calgary are always 
amazed to find the thriving sanctu- 
ary in the midst of heavy industry. 
A railroad runs beside the cast gate. 
An oil refinery is within a stone's 
throw. But inside the fence urban 
noises are drowned out by the quack- 


Young Bulls 
Bring Big Prices 
At Edmonton Sale 


EDMONTON.—Auctioneers obtain- 
ed a top price of $4,600 and an aver- 
age of $2,050 for 27 young register- 
ed bulls at the eighth annual sale of 
Shorthorns from Claude Gallinger’s 
farm. id 

Without any American or Eastern 
Canadian buyers present ,breeders 
from the four western provinces sus- 
tained values at a satisfactory level. 
Compared with the 1951 sale, aver- 
age was only $67 lower when the 
$15,000 peak bull of 1951 is omitted. 
Last year six young bulls sold around 
$750 but this time only one sold be- 
low $1,000, 

As usual Alberta breeders were 
the heaviest buyers although Saskat- 
chewan farmers played a strong part, 
buying seven bulls, while buyers from 
British Columbia obtained two and 
Manitoba three averaging $3,735. 

The top 10 bulls averaged $3,270. 
Once again the offspring of the out- 
standing sire, Killearn Max 5th, was 
much sought after and bidding keen 
and eight head averaged almost 
$3,100. Included were the four high- 
est-priced bulls, from $4,100 to 
$4,600. 

C. B. Carigan, of Fairview, Alta., 
paid the top price of the sale for 
Killearn Max Actor. T. G, Trimble, 
of Portage la Prairie, Man., was the 
buyer of Max Peerless at $4,500. A. 
S. and O. R. Falloon of Foxwarren, 
Man., bought Max Bugler at $4,400. 
Clem Loughlin of Viking, Alta., ob- 
tained Killearn Max West for $4,100. 


Report Spruce Tree 
Pests Are Hatching 


REGINA.—The little white scales

The sanctuary includes two large 
islands, a peninsula, a 114-mile 
stretch of the Bow river, enough 
land to lay out a golf course and a 
Spring-fed lake which keeps the tem- 
perature of the water at exactly 44 
degrees the year around, 

Mr. Pickering, a former Alberta 
government fisheries employee, is the 
fond “father” of 30,000 birds which 
visit his haven each year and others 
which are steady boarders, 

“Around Christmas time you can’t 
see the water for the birds,” says. 
the 65-year-old naturalist. 

Some of the birds have returned 
to the same nest for the last 15 
years, 

Mr. Pickering tells a “mother 
goose” story about one bird who 
hatched her brood on mother's day 
twice in three years. She choose the 
appropriate day two years ago, Last 
year she hatched her eggs a day 
after mothers’ day. But this year 
she was back on schedule. 

Every Sunday afternoon, rain or 
shine, hundreds of visitors flock to 
the banks of the sanctuary streams 
with bags of crumbs and bread 
crusts. Since it was established, 
more than 250,000 persons have vis- 
ited the site. Teachers and pupils, 
nimrods, bird-watchers and nature 
lovers of all kinds are regular visi- 
tors, 

Walking along the shores one can 
see more than 19 different kinds of 
ducks and geese, to say nothing of 
swans, pheasants and partridges. 
There are even a few stately pea- 
cocks strutting around, 

For a number of years, Mr. Picker- 
ing has conducted experiments in 
cross-breeding to derive a Canadian 
domestic bird. His cross-bred geese, 
unlike the farm variety. can swim 
and fly like their wild counterparts. 

Perhaps the most amazing thing 
about the Inglewood Sanctuary is the 
fact that Mr. Pickering has worked 
and borne the expense all by himself. 
For more than a quarter century he 
has patiently toiled to supply a home 
for his feathered friends—and has 
never received a cent for his trouble.
